THE  BASEBALL  GAME 

The  baseball  game  is  a  new  sword 
drill  that  the  Juniors  are  using  in 
many  places,  and  we  find  It  most  prof¬ 
itable  to  our  young  people  as  it  re¬ 
quires  them  to  memorize  a  number  of 
scripture  verses  In  order  to  be  an  ex¬ 
pert  player.  The  game  Is  played  on 
the  same  order  as  a  regular  baseball 
game,  the  union  will  divide  Into  two 
teams  of  nine  members  each.  One 
team  is  In  home  while  the  other  is  In 
the  field.  We  have  a  pitcher,  catcher, 
shortstop,  the  three  basemen  and  the 
three  fielders.  They  can  be  placed  In 
regular  order  and  tbe  batter  take*  his 
place  In  front  of  the  catcher,  the  pitch¬ 
er  quotes  a  verse.  If  tbe  batter  can 
quote  one  before  tbe  catcher  quotes 
one,  he  goes  to  first  If  the  catcher 
quotes  one  first  the  batter  Is  out  If 
one  man  Is  on  first,  and  the  next  bat¬ 
ter  quotes  his  verse,  it  will  be  a  force 
run  and  the  man  on  first  goes  to  sec¬ 
ond.  Now  tbe  pitcher  can  throw  the 
bell  (quote  a  verse)  to  first  or  second 
and  If  the  runner  can  quote  a  verse  be¬ 
fore  the  baseman  or  short  stop  can  be 
goes  to  the  next  base,  if  however,  the 
baseman  or  short  stop  quotes  on*  first 


tbs  runner  Is  out  No  player  can  quote 
the  seme  verse  In  the  same  game.  It 
the  pitcher  runs  out  of  verses,  we 
change  places  with  on*  of  the  fielders.
